THE MMN BI'ILDING, 


which IH two stories high, is constructed 
of lirick, and has a perfectly made iron 
roi if, painted red.

The boiler 
H ."M horse power, and tlie engine of the 
Gh.isc Manufacturing Co., Boston, Mass., 
is .'i.j horse power, amply sufficient to fur- 
nish all the power andsterm desired. The 
engine room was fitted up by the Novelty 
Works, and is in charge of Mr. Orlando 
Htaflord. The Rival force pump No. 3 is 
lined in transferring water from tlie tank 
to the toiler, and the tank is supplied by 
n patent steam jet from a never fail- 
ing well of spring water, 180 feet distant. 
The Rival pump has improved attach- 
ments for fire protection, and in the build- 
ing are 150 feet of hose ready for use at a 
moment's notice. 


THE IIIiB KILNS, 


four in number, are each. 10 feet high, and 
3 H feet in diameter, and nil are constructed 
on the most improved plan. They are di- 
rectly south of the main building. They 
cost nbout $900 each, and each will hold 
f i om 12,000 to 13,000 tile. Theses kilns 
tire lined with the Evanp .t Howard fire 
brick, and each has eight grates.

THE BIG SMOKE STACK 


is 70 feet high, in the construction of 
which 70,000 brick were used.

The kilus are con- 
venient to the main building, from which 
the tile, when sufficiently dried, will be 
removed to be put through the burning 
process. Ou an average, it will take 
three days and three nights to properly 
burn a kiln of tile, so that the four kilns 
at one burning will turn out 48,000 to 
52,(X)0 tile, and when the six other kilns 
an- built, the product will be 120,000 to 


l.'50,(XK) each trip. 


MAKING TILE. 


While inside the main building, at the 


mirth end, witliiu a few feet of the en- 
gine-room, the reporter witnessed the 
process of making tile by steam. It is 
reduced to a science. Tlie machine used 
by tlie company cost in tho neighborhood 
,f X700. It was patented by Mr. George 
•j. Till'auy, of Tecuinseh, Mich., nnd was 
nude by Froy, Sheckler * Hoover, atBu- 
•yrus, Ohio. It is called "The Centennial 
TilViiny liiick and Tile Machine." It is 
ibout 1 feet high and 8 feet long, and 
will mold peifet-tly tiling I!, 4, 5,0, 7, 8, 10 
mil 12 inches in diameter. The carefully 
:eni]>ered cla\ with which this wonderful 
nachine is fed comes from the, hills on 
the ten-iicre tract, and is brought to the 
:ernperi!Jg rooms on either side of the 
nnchine by means of small box-cars, run 


>n a narrow gauge railway nnd operated 
by .steam. This arrangement simplifies 
and expedites the work. 
The operation 


•f the machine is perfectly satisfactory. 
It is in charge of Mr. John Stipes, the 
foreman of the factory, who has had 
eight} ears' ixperience in the business, 
which in now reduced to an art in till its 
[irnnebi-B. The machine can be so ad- 
justed as to form tile of any diameter.

storage capacity in the main building for
